COMPANY, LIMITED 


The Annual General Meeting of this Company was held, on 
Wednesday last, at Winchester House, London, E.C., Gir 
Edmund Davis, J.P., the Chairman of the Company, presiding, 


The Secretary having read the notice convening the meeting 
and the auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said : We now present our report and accounts 
as at June 30, 1931, which, with your permission, we will take 
as read. 

Our issued capital, £531,807, shows no change compared with 
the issued capital at June 30, 1930. Unclaimed dividends at 
£5,234 show a slight reduction of £340, and creditors at £6,344 
a reduction of £1,223. The land sales suspense account at 
£27,417 shows an increase of £2,082. ‘This account represents 
the amount of unpaid purchase money on farms and town lots 
sold, which also appears on the credit side of the balance sheet, 
We have, in accordance with our usual practice, reserved the 
whole of the unpaid amounts and only taken into the credit 
of profit and loss account any instalments actually paid during 
the financial year. Our land is one of our assets under the 
Damaraland Concession, which stands in our balance sheet at 
nothing. The only other item on the debit side of the balance 
sheet is under the heading of profit and loss account. We have 
brought in the balance as at June 30, 1930, £86,041, and deducted 
therefrom the dividend of 5 per cent. and bonus of 24 per cent, 
for the year ending on that date £39,885, leaving £46,156; to 
this we have added the balance of profit for the year ended 
June 30, 1931 (after deducting directors’ percentage) as per 
profit and loss account £44,168, leaving available £90,324. We 
recommend the payment of a dividend of 5 per cent. and a 
bonus of 24 per cent., equal to Is. 6d. per share, which will 
absorb £39,885, which will leave a carry forward of £50,439, 
that is, £4,284 in excess of the amount carried forward last year. 

Turning to the credit side of the balance sheet, cash at bankers 
and in hand, at June 30, 1931, stood at £13,497, a reduction of 
£23,740 when compared with the amount shown in the previous 
accounts. Investments and shares in other companies at or 
under cost, at £419,848, show an increase of £17,824, debtors at 
£41,551, a decrease of £705, and payments in advance at 
£2,181, a small increase of £255. The next item on the credit 
side of the balance sheet is unpaid purchase money on farms 
and town lots sold, £27,417, to which reference has already 
been made. Stock of ore in store at cost price, at £78,216, 
shows a very large increase, the difference being £30,061. 
Suildings in South-West Africa at cost, less depreciation, show a 
decrease of £628, and plant, implements, instruments, etc., at 
cost, less depreciation, £11,547, a decrease of £1,979, and farm 
stock at £5,624, a decrease of £105. 

The next item in the balance sheet is under the heading: 
Abenab Mine. In our previous accounts the mining plant and 
main shaft stood at £53,647. During the year under review we 
have spent £3,637 in additional equipment, bringing up the total 
to £57,284, and we have written off £16,812, leaving the mine 
and shaft at £40,472. In our accounts for the year ended 
June 30, 1930, development stood at £17,528. During the year 
under review we have incurred expenditure on development 
amounting to £3,365, bringing the total to £20,893, and have 
written off £8,446, which leaves development at £12,447. Office 
furniture is only a trifling amount at £127. 

On the debit side of the profit and loss account we have set 
out our expenditure in South-West Africa on mining operations, 
etc., at a total of £96,639, a reduction, when compared with the 
amount under the same heading in the previous profit and loss 
account, of £7,847. The expenditure in Europe is given in detail 
and amounts to £8,008, a small increase of £391. 

On the other side of the profit and loss account the sales of 
ore and stock at cost price, £103,706, shows a reduction of 
£12,044. Dividends on investments and interest at £21,310 
compare with £23,070, a reduction of £1,760. The profit on 
investments sold and redeemed, at £17,722, shows an increase of 
£15,778. We have again entered on the credit side the reserve 
for income tax, not required, £5,258, which is a few hundred 
pounds less than the amount set out in the previous profit and 
loss account. The net result of the year’s operations is thus 4 
profit of £44,168, an increase of £2,511 over the previous year. 

We have set out in the report a list of our British, Dominion 
and Foreign stocks, included in investments and shares in other 
companies, and have departed somewhat from our previous Cus- 
tom by bringing this list up to the date of the report. Since 
the date of the balance sheet we have sold investments which 
realised £126,699 and have purchased others at a cost of £146,142, 
the annual income on those sold being £5,997, and on those pul- 
chased £6,800, an increase of £803 per annum. 

At the date of the balance sheet the market value of our 
investments and shares in other companies showed a substantial 
increase over the book figure. On the 14th instant this apprecia- 
tion no longer existed and in place thereof there was a depre 
ciation of about £28,600 on investments and shares in other 
companies, standing in the books at £445,227. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

The Decline in Industrial Production (Page 672) 

Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the 
third quarter of 1931 was 2:5 per cent. smaller than in 
June quarter, and 9-9 per cent. less than in Septem- 
ber quarter, 1930, the respective index numbers for 
the three periods being 89-6, 91-9 and 99-5. As com- 
pared with June quarter, the decline in manufactur- 
ing activity was 1-9 per cent., or less than the general 
decrease. For Germany the fall from September 
quarter, 1930, is given as 14-4 per cent., and for the 
United States 13-8 per cent. 


British Shipping in 1930 (Page 672) 

In the foreign trade the net tonnage of total 
entrances at United Kingdom ports was 1-0 per cent. 
ereater, and of total clearances 0-4 per cent. more 
than in 1929. Entrances and clearances with cargo 
were 1-6 per cent. greater and 4-1 per cent. smaller 
respectively. The British proportion of the total 
entrances and clearances with cargo was 64-4 per 
cent., as compared with 65-5 per cent. in the previous 
year. In the coasting trade arrivals were 0-4 per 
cent. and departures 0-8 per cent. less than in 1929. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 675) 

Production of coal was higher in September than 
in August in all the areas surveyed except the Saar. 
Pig iron output was higher in the Saar alone, and 
crude steel production larger in France and the Saar.

In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade, which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England, we give, on the opposite 
page, a table showing the relation of sales in October 
and in February-October, 1931, to those in the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. Figures are also given 
showing the relation between the value of the stocks 
held, and the number of persons employed, at the end 
of October, 1931, and those of a year earlier; these 
figures do not cover co-operative stores. 


Total sales in October and in September amounted 
in money to 6-1 per cent. and 3-9 per cent., respec- 
tively, less than in the corresponding months of last 
vear. For the period February-October, the corre- 
sponding figure was 4-5 per cent. The decrease in the 
sales in October as compared with a year earlier is the 
largest for any month since April, and for that month 
the comparison with April, 1930, was affected by the 
incidence of Easter in the two years. For February the 
decrease (6:1 per cent.) was the same as for October.

It should, however, be noted that the prospect of 4 
general election always exerts an adverse influence on 
the volume of retail trade, and the relative decline 12 
the October figures may be due to this cause. The 
decrease in the sales as compared with a year earlier 
was, for the first time this year, greater than the de- 
crease in the value of the stocks held at the end of the 
month. 


Food and perishables is the largest department, and 
sales in this department amounted in October to rather 
more than half the total.

Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the 
third quarter of 1931, as estimated from the particulars 
furnished from various sources to the Board of Trade, 
was 2-5 per cent. smaller than in the second quarter 
of 1931, and 9°9 per cent. smaller than in the third 
quarter of 1930, the index numbers for the three periods 
(based on the quarterly average of 1924 = 100) being 
89-6, 91-9 and 99-5 respectively. The following table 
shows the details for those three quarters and for the 
vears 1929 and 1930 :—

The downward trend in the volume of production, as 
measured by the index number for manufacturing 
industries, continued into the third quarter of this year, 
a fall of 1-9 per cent., as compared with the second 
quarter of 1981, being recorded. This decline is, how- 
ever, smaller than that in the general index (2°5 per 
cent.), which includes mining and quarrying. 


Comparing the figures for the September quarter of 
1931 with those for the corresponding period of 1930, 
decreases are recorded for all the groups shown in the 
table in respect of which definite figures are available, 
except that relating to food, drink and_ tobacco. 
The output of coal was smaller by 9°3 per cent. Iron 
and steel and manufactures thereof show a relative 
decline of nearly 24 per cent., and the index number 
for this group (61-0) as compared with 1924 was much 
lower than that for any other group. The decrease of 
nearly 19 per cent. shown by the index for engineering 
and shipbuilding is largely due to the substantial falling- 
off in shipbuilding and marine engineering, the decline 
in general engineering beng relatively much smaller. 


Activity in the non-ferrous metals, compared with 
a year earlier, shows a decline of nearly 25 per cent., 
there being considerably decreased takings of zine, 
copper and tin, and an increase in the apparent absorp- 
tion of lead. The textile group, as a whole, shows a 
fall of 1-5 per cent., this being the group which shows 
the smallest percentage decline as compared with a 
vear earlier (food, drink and tobacco showing an 
increase of 0-3 per cent.), though the index number as 
compared with 1924 was only 70:3. There was in- 
creased activity in the cotton, linen and silk trades, 
which was rather more than offset by decreased activity 
in the woollen and worsted, jute, and hosiery trades. 
The index for the chemical and allied trades group is 
lower by nearly 14 per cent. The boot and shoe industry 
shows an output decreased by nearly 2 per cent. as 
compared with the third quarter of last year, and the 
index for leather a fall of about 54 per cent. 
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Of the miscellaneous industries not specified in the 
groups, there was a slightly increased output of cemep; 
and a lower output of tiles; a smaller quantity of rubber 
was taken by the industries using this commodity, 


In order to publish the results as early as possible, jt 
has been necessary to include certain provisional figures 
for the last quarter covered by the calculation. It jg 
not, however, anticipated that the replacement of these 
provisional figures, when definitive data become ayail. 
able, will materially alter the index numbers for the 
various groups, and any revision that may be necessary 
will be made when the figures for the following quarter 
are published. The net result of revisions in the figures 
for the June quarter has been to raise the general 
index for that quarter by 0-2 per cent. 

The method of calculation of the index and the Scope 
of the figures were fully explained in the ‘‘ B.TJ,” 
of February 21, 1929 (pages 253-4). The sections of 
industry which are covered by the information at 
present received represent about 90 per cent. of the 
total activity of the groups of industry set out in the 
table, and more than two-thirds of the total manv- 
facturing and mining activity of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 census of 
production. Of the branches of trade not covered by 
the data summarised in the table, the most important 
are the building and contracting trades (with the excep- 
tion of the output of cement and tiles, for which parti- 
culars are included in the general index), the clothing 
trade (other than boots and shoes), and public utility 
services other than gas and electricity. 


COMPARISON WITH GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES 


Comparing the third quarter of 1931 with the same 
period of 1930, the index of manufacturing production 
for the United Kingdom shows a decrease of 9-9 per 
cent., the index prepared by the Institut fiir Konjunk- 
turforschung for Germany (including coal mining) a 
decrease of 14-4 per cent., and the index of manufactur- 
ing production compiled by the Federal Reserve Board 
for the United States a decrease of 13-8 per cent. 


BRITISH SHIPPING IN 1930 
SOME COMPARISONS WITH 1929 


‘The Annual Statement of Navigation and Shipping 
of the United Kingdom for the year 1930 ’’ will be pub- 
lished to-morrow.* The volume contains much interest- 
ing and varied information regarding our shipping It 
is divided into three sections: (1) Introduction and 
abstract tables; (2) detailed tables for the year 1930; 
(3) comparative tables for the years 1926-30. Each 
section contains tables dealing with the following 
subjects: The number, nationality and net tonnage of 
vessels arriving at, and departing from, the ports of the 
United Kingdom in the foreign trade and in the coasting 
trade, the number and tonnage of vessels on the regis 
ters at the ports of the several divisions of the British 
Empire, and the ages of the vessels on the register a 
ports of the United Kingdom; the number and tonnage 
of vessels belonging to the United Kingdom returned s 
employed, and the number of persons employed therein; 
and shipbuilding in the United Kingdom. 


1. FOREIGN TRADE 


(a) ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES 


A general survey of shipping movements at ports 
the United Kingdom during 1930 was published in the 
‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 26, 1931 (pages 401-4), when pre 
liminary figures in respect of the year 1930 were first 
available. The entrances in the foreign trade during 
the year 1930 at ports of the United Kingdom agg 
gated 84,051 vessels of 97,543,078 tons net, of which 
57.310 vessels of 63,716,296 tons net were entrance

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with cargo. The net tonnage of the total entrances was 
10 per cent. greater, and the net tonnage of the 
entrances with cargo 1:6 per cent. greater than the 
corresponding totals for the previous year; while the 
number of vessels entered with cargo was about 
the same as in 1929, there was a substantial decrease in 
the number of vessels entered in ballast. 

The clearances with cargo and in ballast in the foreign 
trade during the year 1930 from ports of the United 
Kingdom totalled 84,129 vessels of 97,592,880 tons net, 
‘ncluding clearances with cargo of 61,110 vessels of 
65.252,593 tons net. The net tonnage of the total 
clearances was 0-4 per cent. greater, and the net 
tonnage of the clearances with cargo was 4:1 per cent. 
less than the corresponding figures for the year 1929. 
There was some increase in the average size of the 
vessels which entered and cleared at ports in the United 
Kingdom in 1980 as compared with 1929, and this 
applied both to vessels with cargo and to those in 
ballast. The increase in the average size of vessels 
entered in ballast was over 4 per cent. In both years 
the average tonnage of the vessels entered with cargo 
was about 3 per cent. greater than that of the vessels 
cleared with cargo, while the vessels cleared in ballast 
were about 12 per cent. larger in 1929 and 9 per cent. 
larger in 1930 than those which entered in ballast. In 
1930 vessels cleared with cargo averaged 1,078 tons 
net, while those which cleared in ballast averaged 1,379 
tons net.

| In 1930 the relative proportions of both entrances and 
clearances with cargo from or to the majority of the 
areas specified in the above table show little change 
when compared with the particulars for the previous 
year. Of the tonnage that entered with cargo, the 
increase in the proportion from ‘* Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean countries ’’ and the decreased propor- 
tion from ‘‘ South America—Atlantic Coast ’’ are 
worthy of notice as reflecting a change which took place 
during the year in certain sources of our wheat supply. 
The decreased proportion entered from ‘‘ Europe 
Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries ’’ may 
lso be noted. Clearances with cargo for the Irish 
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Free State show a moderate increase, while the pro- 
portions that cleared for ‘‘ Australasia ’’ and _ for 
‘* South America—Atlantic Coast ’’ were appreciably 
smaller than the corresponding figures for 1929. 


The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
entered and cleared with cargo at ports of the United 
Kingdom from and to all destinations was 64-4 per cent. 
in 1930 and 65-5 per cent. in 1929. The share taken by 
British vessels varied considerably with the different 
trading areas. In both years practically the whole of 
the tonnage engaged in the trade with the Irish Free 
State was British, and in respect of the ‘‘ Australasia ”’ 
area the British proportion was over 96 per cent., while 
less than 45 per cent. of the tonnage trading between 
this country and ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) *’ and 
only 50-4 per cent. in 1929 and 41-5 per cent. in 1930 of 
the tonnage of vessels trading between the United 
Kingdom and ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
countries ’’ related to British vessels. There were re- 
ductions in 1930 as compared with 1929 in the British 
proportion of the tonnage that entered and cleared from 
and to the majority of the trading areas, the declines 
being most marked in respect of ‘* Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean countries,’’ ‘‘ West Indies and Central 
America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ and ‘‘ North America— 
Pacific Coast.’’ The only increase of importance related 
to the tonnage trading to and from *‘ South America 
Atlantic Coast,’’ where the British proportion rose 
from 77:2 per cent. in 1929 to 84:8 per cent. in 1930. 
The small proportion of British tonnage shown for 
‘‘ other areas ’’ is due to the fact that foreign fishing 
vessels entered at United Kingdom ports from *‘ Deep 
Sea Fisheries ’’ are included, while British fishing 
vessels are excluded from the foreign trade records. In 
1930, 4,757 foreign fishing vessels, aggregating 217,553 
tons net, entered ports of the United Kingdom with 
cargo from ‘‘ Deep Sea Fisheries.’’ The corresponding 
figures for 1929 were 4,170 vessels, of 195,200 tons net.

Of the total net tonnage that entered and cleared in 
the foreign trade at ports of the United Kingdom, the 
British share, which fell from 62-3 per cent. in 1928 to 
60-9 per cent. in 1929, declined further to 58-6 per 
cent. in 1930. Most of the principal foreign nationalities 
show increases in 1930 as compared with a year earlier. 
The German proportion was noticeably greater, reflect- 
ing the more frequent calls made at ports in this 
country by German passenger liners, while Dutch, 
French and Danish proportions show moderate increases. 
The only decrease recorded among the principal foreign 
nationalities was in respect of vessels belonging to the 
United States. 


(b) ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES AT Ports 


The statistics relating to ports differ from those given 
in the table already referred to, in that for entrances 
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and clearances a vessel is only reckoned once in a 
voyage, usually at its first port of arrival at, or depar- 
ture from, the United Kingdom; but for statistics of 
individual ports, arrivals and departures at each port 
are taken, irrespective of the number of ports called 
at in a voyage. 


Comparing the figures for 1930 with those for 1929, 
London, Southampton, Plymouth and Belfast of the 
principal ports show considerable increases. London 
is the leading port, the tonnage of arrivals and depar- 
tures combined amounting to 168 per cent. of the total 
for all ports of the United Kingdom. There was a fall- 
ing off at the principal coal “ports, the decreases at 
Cardiff and the Tyne Ports being noticeably large. 


2. DISTRIBUTION OF BRITISH SHIPPING BY 
AGE AND TONNAGE 


On December 31, 1930, there were 5,098 sailing 
vessels of 499,707 tons gross, 9,729 steam vessels of 
17,959,524 tons gross, and 3,237 motor vessels of 
2,373,252 tons gross, registered under Part I. of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, at ports of the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man, and Channel Islands. The gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the register was 17:8 per 
cent. greater than in 1929, and the gross tonnage of 
steam vessels was 0-9 per cent. and of sailing vessels 
2:8 per cent. less than the corresponding figures for 
1929.

According to the above table, 22-9 per cent. of the 
gross tonnage of steam and motor vessels on the register 
is less than five years of age, 47-0 per cent. is less than 
ten years of age, and 15-9 per cent. was built over 20 
years ago.

Among these vessels 21-9 per cent. of the gross tonnage 
is less than five years of age, while 52-6 per cent. i 
less than 10 years of age, and only 11-8 per cent. is 
20 years of age and over. 


With regard to the vessels of under 1,500 tons gross, 
comprising mainly coasting and home trade vessels, 
72-8 per cent. of the gross tonnage was built over ten 
years ago, while no less than 38-8 per cent. was built 
prior to 1911. 


New vessels (first registry) accounted for 541 vessels 
of 568,600 tons net of the additions to the register 
during 1930, and 94 vessels of 17,439 tons net were pur- 
chases from foreigners. Among the deductions from 
the register were 111 vessels of 50,565 tons net 
‘** wrecked or otherwise lost ’’ and 228 vessels of 57,908 
tons net broken up; 228 vessels of 341,741 tons net were 
sold to foreigners, and of this total 77,000 tons were 
sold to Italy, 52,000 tons to Greece, 43,000 tons to 
Japan and 35,000 tons to Norway. 
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EMPLOYMENT OF SHIPPING AND SEAMEy 


Excluding vessels of under 100 tons gross there wep, 
5,091 v essels, aggregating 19,377,919 tons gross, belong. 
ing to the United Kingdom, the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands which were returned as employed jy 
sea trading at some time during the year 1930. The 
crews of these vessels totalled 236, 188 persons, of whom 
160,865 were British, 18,907 were foreigners and 56,416 
were lascars (British subjects wil foreigners). Of the 
vessels included in the employment returns 93:3 per 
cent. of the gross tonnage and nearly 99 per cent. of the 
total crews were eng: aged in the foreign trade, and 6-7 
per cent. and about 10 per cent. respectively in the 
home (including coasting) trade. Ixcluding river trade 
vessels, there were 138 trading vessels exceeding 100 
tons gross, aggregating 246,195 tons gross, not recorded 
as having been employed at any time during the year 
1930. 


4. VESSELS LAUNCHED 


Excluding unregistered vessels of less than 15 tons, 
there were launched in the United Kingdom during 1930 
for British owners 285 steam vessels of 314,065 tons 
net, 259 motor vessels of 212,261 tons net, and 232 
sailing vessels, chiefly barges, aggregating 18 ,685 tons 
net. In addition, 170 vessels of "B34, /884 tons net were 
built for foreign owners, including 74 steam vessels of 
85,613 tons net and 84 motor vessels of 244,406 tons 
net. There was a decrease in 1930, as compared with 
1929, of 31-8 per cent. in the tonnage built for British 
owners and an increase of 152°8 per cent. in the 
tonnage built for foreigners. The total net tonnage 
built for both British and foreign owners in 1930 was 
5°5 per cent. less than the total for the previous year. 


COASTING TRADE 


During 1930, the arrivals in the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom totalled 188,718 vessels of 54,979,431 
tons net, and the departures 188,256 vessels of 
64,509,831 tons net. The net tonnage of the arrivals 
was 0-4 per cent. less and of the departures 0°8 per 
cent. less than the corresponding totals for 1929. Of 
the net tonnage 44-4 per cent, both of the arrivals and 
of the departures, related to vessels with cargo. 


6. THE BRITISH FISHING FLEET 


At December 31, 1930, the number of fishing vessels 
on the register was 14,284 of 283,944 tons net, com- 
pared with 14,555 of 273,762 tons net at the end of 
1929. The decrease in number was confined to sailing 
vessels, the numbers of both steam and motor vessels 
having increased. 

There was also a small decrease, as compared with 
the previous year, in the number of men and boys 
employed in fishing; in 19380 the estimated number was 
59,770, of whom 53,197 were regular fishermen and 
6,573 were occasionally employed. The corresponding 
number for 1929 was 60,034, including 53,357 regular 
fishermen and 6,677 oecasionals. It should be noted, 
however, that the quantity of fish of British taking 
landed in the United Kingdom was greater in 1930 than 
in any recent year, a substantial increase in the number 
of motor vessels adding considerably to the efficiency 
of the fleet. The following table shows the number and 
net tonnage of sailing, steam and motor fishing boats 
belonging to the United Kingdom, Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands at the end of 19380:—

DAYLIGHT SAVING IN BRAZIL 


A translation of Decree No. 20,466, signed on 
October 2 by the Chief of the Provisional Government, 
providing for the adoption of daylight-saving in Brazil 
for the period October 3, 1931, to March 31, 1932, has 
been received by the Department of Overseas Trade, 
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35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1, from the Com- 
mercial Secretary, British Embassy, Rio de Janeiro. 

This is the first time in the history of Brazil, states 
the Commercial Secretary, that the daylight system has 
been adopted, and it is considered that this information 
might be of interest to British firms trading in Brazil, 
particularly to those engaged in a considerable amount 
of correspondence by cable.

BRITISH STANDARDS INSTITUTION 

During recent years the British Engineering Stan- 
dards Association has prepared British Standard Speci- 
fications and established British Standards not only for 
use in the engineering field, but also for a growing range 
of materials in the building, chemical and textile 
industries. 

The need for regularising this extension of the 
original functions of the Association has been under 
consideration from time to time, and became imperative 
when the chemical industry invited the Assuciation to 
widen its scope to include chemical standardisation 
generally. The building industry also desired a sub- 
stantial extension of the work of standardisation within 
that industry, and urged that the title of the Associa- 
tion should be more in conformity with the wideness of 
its scope. 

At the Imperial Conference, held in October, 1930, 
the desire was expressed that there should be a single 
centralised national standardising body in each of the 
countries forming the British Empire. It was there- 
fore decided to reorganise the work of the Association 
into four main divisions of equal standing, responsible 
for the preparation of British Standard Specifications in 
the engineering, chemical, building and textile indus- 
tries, each of the divisions being under the control of a 
representative Divisional Council. 

The Council, therefore, after securing the approval of 
the members of the Association, applied for, and have 
been granted, a Supplemental Royal Charter authoris- 
ing these changes. In future the name of the Associa- 
tion will be the ‘‘ British Standards Institution,’’ and 
its activities will be under the control of a General 
Council, which will have under it the four Divisional 
Councils. 

The great development in the standardising move- 
ment, which has taken place since the first Committee 
was set up by the Institution of Civil Engineers in 1901 
as the Engineering Standards Committee, is a clear 
indication that industry as a whole has increasingly 
recognised the economic value of the work. There are 
now 600 Committees and over 400 published British 
Standard Specifications. 

The term “‘ British Standard ’’ has been registered 
by the Institution as its standardisation mark.

(3) That the greatest weight of explosives which may 
be used in any one shot hole shall not exceed 
18 ozs.; and 
(4) That in all other respects the explosives shall be used 
only in accordance with the provisions of Parts I 
and II of the Explosives in Coal Mines Order of 
September 1, 1913. 


TARS AND OILS FROM COAL 


The results of the investigations upon the tars and oils 
produced from coal which have been carried out at the 
Fuel Research Station of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, have been indicated at various stages 
in papers which have appeared in the scientific journals. 

A stage in the work has now been reached where it is 
possible to *publish the results in full. The results are con- 
fined to a study of the effect of temperature of carbonisa- 
tion upon the yield and general nature of the tar produced. 
The range of temperature studied has been the range 400 
to 900° C. In order that the effect of type of coal should 
also be followed, parallel experiments have been made upon 
three characteristic bituminous coals representing a wide 
range of caking properties. 

The results are prepared for publication in four parts, 
the first part dealing with statistics, the second with the 
treatment of tar from a full scale retort, the third with the 
carbonisation data from three typical bituminous coals, and 
the fourth with the variation with temperature of carbon- 
isation of the properties of the tars from each coal.

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BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


The trade returns of British India for the month of Sep- 
tember, as compared with the preceding month, showed 
increases in the values of imports and re-exports with a 
decrease in that of exports, states a press note forwarded by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from the Department 
of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 

Imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 9,89 lakhs, an 
increase of Rs. 23 lakhs as compared with the preceding 
month. The value of exports of Indian produce and manu- 
factures fell by Rs. 1,21 lakhs from Rs. 12,81 lakhs in 
August to Rs. 11,60 lakhs in the month under report. Re- 
exports were valued at Rs. 46 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 1 
lakh as compared with the preceding month. The com- 
parison of the trade figures for September and the six 
months, April-September, 1931, with those for the preceding 
month and the corresponding periods of last year is as 
follows :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in September was Rs. 1,94 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 3,70 lakhs in 
August, 1931, and Rs. 7,24 lakhs in September, 1930. 
During the six months ended September, 1931, the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 10,90 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 20,99 lakhs 
in the corresponding period of last year. The balance of 
remittances of funds in September was plus Rs. 8,89 lakhs, 
and in the six months then ended plus Rs. 18,77 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with September, 1930, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco fell by Rs. 75 lakhs to Rs. 1,37 lakhs, of raw 
materials by Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 1,28 lakhs, and of manufac- 
tured articles by Rs. 26 lakhs to Rs. 6,97 lakhs. The de- 
crease under food, drink and tobacco was chiefly attributable 
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to a falling off in arrivals of sugar and provisions and oil- 
man’s stores. Imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above, includ- 
ing beet sugar, declined from 65,000 tons, valued at Rs. 81 
lakhs, to 33,000 tons, valued at Rs. 39 lakhs. There were no 
imports of wheat during the month under survey. Imports 
of rice amounted to about 1,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1 lakh. 
Imports of betel nuts totalled 82,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 11 
lakhs, showing a decrease of 26,000 cwts. in quantity and of 
Rs. 7 lakhs in value, but there was an improvement of 6,000 
cwts. valued at Rs. 4 lakhs, under cloves. Provisions and 
oilman’s stores, which were valued at Rs. 37 lakhs in Sep- 
tember, 1930, shrank to Rs. 29 lakhs in the month under 
report. Imports of raw tobacco rose from 14,000 Ibs., valued 
at Rs. 19,000, to 322,000 lbs., valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. 

Under raw materials imports of kerosene oil declined from 
7-4 million gallons, valued at Rs. 40 lakhs, to 2-5 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 11 lakhs. The quantity of fuel oils 
remained practically stationary at 8 million gallons, but the 
value recorded a decline of Rs. 2 lakhs. Imports of petro- 
leum, including petrol, improved from 1 million gallons, 
valued at Rs.8 lakhs, to 2-5 million gallons, valued at Rs, 22 
lakhs. Imports of raw cotton, chiefly from Kenya Colony, 
Egypt and the United States, rose by 1,270 tons to 3,800 tons 
in quantity and by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 35 lakhs in value. 

Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures improved by Rs. 6 lakhs. Imports of cotton 
yarn recorded a slight increase from 2-5 million Ibs. to 2-6 
million lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs 
in value. The yardage of piece-goods imported rose to 67 
millions, valued at Rs. 1,26 lakhs, from 49 millions, valued at 
Rs. 1,17 lakhs a year ago. White goods improved by 13 mil- 
lion yards in quantity and by Rs. 15 lakhs in value; coloured 
goods also improved by 4 million yards in quantity, but the 
value fell by Rs. 2 lakhs. Grey goods declined by 290,000 
yards in quantity and by Rs. 7 lakhs in value. Under iron 
and steel there was a decrease of Rs. 18 lakhs, of which 
sheets and plates and beams, channels, etc., accounted for 
Rs. 7 lakhs each. Imports of machinery and millwork, in- 
cluding belting, decreased by Rs. 7 lakhs. There was a de- 
crease of Rs. 17 lakhs under vehicles, which was due mainly 
to a falling off in arrivals of motor vehicles (— Rs. 13 lakhs). 
The: other noticeable decreases were under woollen pie€ce- 
goods (— Rs. 10 lakhs), woollen blankets (— Rs.6 lakhs), and 
electrical goods and apparatus (— Ks. 4 lakhs), while there 
were increases under piece-goods of cotton and artificial silk 
(+ Rs. 16 lakhs), aniline dyes (+ Rs. 7 lakhs), and silk 
piece-goods (+ Rs. 6 lakhs). 


VARIATION IN EXPORTS 


Compared with September, 1930, exports of food, drink 
and tobacco decreased by Rs. 98 lakhs to Rs. 4,59 lakhs, 
owing chiefly to declines in exports of wheat and coffee. 
Shipments of rice not in the husk improved slightly from 
114,000 tons to 115,000 tons, but the value thereof fell from 
Rs. 1,47 lakhs to Rs. 99 lakhs. Dispatches of wheat, which 
had amounted to 20,000 tons, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs, in Sep- 
tember, 1930, declined to 200 tons, valued at Rs. 30,000. 
Exports of tea recorded an increase in quantity from 52 mil- 
lion lbs. to 55 million lbs., but the value thereof fell from 
Rs. 3,28 lakhs to Rs. 3,22 lakhs. Exports of coffee fell from 
15,000 ecwts., valued at Rs. 9 lakhs, to 1,300 cwts. valued at 
Rs. 1 lakh. 

Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 3,96 
lakhs to Rs. 3,53 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re- 
corded a fall of 31,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 2,51 lakhs 
in value. Of the total shipments of 20,000 tons, Japan took 
9,000 tons, or 45 per cent.; China, 4,000 tons, or 20 per 
cent. ; Italy, 2,000 tons; and the United Kingdom, Germany 
and Belgium 1,000 tons each, while the remainder went 
mainly to France and Spain. Shipments of raw jute rose 
from 36,000 tons to 40,000 tons in quantity, but the value fell 
from Rs. 77 lakhs to Rs. 66 lakhs. Exports of oilseeds 
showed a net decrease of 17,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 55 lakhs in value. Linseed recorded a decrease of 11,000 
tons in quantity and of Rs. 29 lakhs in value. Shipments of 
groundnuts rose from 42,000 tons to 46,000 tons, but the 
value fell from Rs. 73 lakhs to Rs. 63 lakhs. There were de- 
creases of Rs. 10 lakhs and Rs. 4 lakhs respectively under 
castor seed and rape seed. Exports of raw hides and skins 
declined from 3,600 tons, valued at Rs. 46 lakhs, to 2,200 
tons, valued at Rs. 21 lakhs. There was an improvement in 
shipments of raw wool from 1-3 million lbs., valued at Rs. 10 
lakhs, to 2-1 million lbs., valued at Rs. 12 lakhs. Manganese 
ore declined from 42,000 tons, valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, to 
17,000 tons, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs. Exports of teakwood 
shrank from 3,200 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 10 lakhs, to 
1,500 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. 

Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 2,60 lakhs to Rs. 3,34 
lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped dropped from 56 
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millions in September, 1930, to 37 millions in the month 
under review, the value falling from Rs. 2,03 lakhs to Rs, 93 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported amounted t, 
88 millions, valued at Rs. 83 lakhs, as compared with 193 
millions, valued at Rs. 1,82 lakhs, in the corresponding 
month of 1930. Exports of hides and skins, tanned o, 
dressed, declined from 1,600 tons, valued at Rs. 53 lakhs, to 
900 tons, valued at Rs. 31 lakhs. Dispatches of pig iron fel 
by Rs. 8 lakhs, and of paraffin wax by Rs. 7 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH FoREIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 35 
per cent. in September, 1930, to 34 per cent. in September, 
1931, while her share in Indian exports rose from 27 per 
cent. to 38 per cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the 
United States in September, 1931, were 10, 11 and 12 per 
cent. respectively under imports, and 6, 5 and 8 per cent, 
respectively under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during September amounted re. 
spectively to 582,000 and 594,000, as against 607,000 and 
572,000 respectively in August, 1931, and 642,000 and 
635,000 in September, 1930. During the six months ended 
September, 1931, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
with cargoes totalled respectively 3,666,000 and 3,701,000, as 
compared with 3,834,000 and 4,107,000 in the corresponding 
period of last year.

Calcutta, November 23.—During the week ended Noven- 
ber 22 the weather was generally dry in India except for a 
few falls of rain in places. 


Crops 


Madras, November 14.—Rainfall has been heavy in parts 
of the Carnatic and on the South and West Coast of the 
Presidency and moderate elsewhere. The condition of 
standing crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, November 16.—Light rain has fallen 
in parts of Purnea, Santhal Perganas, Angul, Hazaribagh 
and Ranchi; there has been no rain in the rest of these 
provinces. Standing crops, including sugarcane, are in 
good condition. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur the weather has been seasonable; the con- 
dition of standing crops is good and sugarcane is doing well. 

Punjab, November 16.—The weather has been dry. The 
condition of cotton is below the average and that of other 
standing crops average to good. Bollworm has damaged 
American cotton in Shahpur and both Deshi and American 
in Lyallpur and Multan. Jowar and cotton have been 
damaged by insects in Dera Ghazi Khan. 

United Provinces, November 14.—No rain has fallen. The 
condition of standing crops is good and the _ prospects 
favourable. 


Central Provinces, November 16.—The weather has been 
clear and cool, with occasional clouds; there have been light 
showers in five districts, causing some damage to standing 
crops in parts of Akola and Buldana. Rabi sowings are 
full swing, and germination is satisfactory.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


CROPS AND TRADE RETURNS 


Trade has remained very dull and featureless during the 
month and conditions generally continue to be difficult for 
both merchants and planters, reports Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 

The Barbados sugar and molasses crop for 1931 was much 
lower than in previous years, owing to the drought which 
prevailed, the total production being equal to 59,545 tons of 
sugar. Present indications point to a very much larger 
crop in 1932, probably in excess of 90,000 tons; the normal 
crop is about 80,000 tons. During October the Local 
Government raised £62,400 by the issue of debentures under 
the Public Loan (Roads) Act, 1931. In a message to the 
House of Assembly, the Governor estimates current expendi- 
ture as £10,700 in excess of the estimate of £398,313, while 
revenue is expected to be £15,000 less than the estimate of 
£414,090, leaving an excess of expenditure over revenue of 
£9,923. ‘The total trade of this Colony for 1930 excluding 
intransit trade, as compared with 1929, was:—Imports, 
£1,726,786, against £2,038,804, and exports, £1,061,374, 
against £1,281,094. 

In Jamaica the canes generally are looking in good con- 
dition. The total overseas trade during 1930, compared 
with 1929, was:—Imports, £6,101,513, against £7,022,590, 
and exports, £4,091,573, against £4,669,200. 

In Trinidad heavy rains have been fairly continuous 
throughout the month and have been very beneficial to cul- 
tivation, as well as acting as a check to the froghopper pest 
on the sugar estates. The total external trade of this Colony 
during 1930, exclusive of transhipments, compared with 
1929, was:—Imports, £5,344,533, against £5,954,314, and 
exports, £5,841,246, against £7,122,857. 

Throughout the Leeward and Windward Islands weather 
conditions, on the whole, have been favourable. The Local 
Government in St. Lucia has increased the duties on grain, 
flour, petrol and spirits. 


In British Guiana, after a suspension of about ten days, 
to allow the canes to ripen further, sugar grinding opera- 
tions have been resumed in full and are continuing satis- 
factorily. The rice market has been less active than of late 
and buyers appear to be holding off for a time, in view of 
the large local crop expected. 


BRITISH MALAYA 
RUBBER RETURNS FOR OCTOBER 


An official cable from Singapore gives the returns of

PALESTINE 


UNITED KINGDOM’S SHARE OF IMPORT 
TRADE 


Palestine has suffered from the general fall in prices, 
particularly as regards cereals and vegetable oils, to the 
lowest level since the war. Owing to the financial crisis 
in the United States and in Europe, the influx of foreign 
capital in the form of contributions to the various loca] 
institutions, investments by Jews in agriculture and jn. 
dustry and the expenditure by tourists decreased consider- 
ably. 

The plentiful harvest of cereals and olives of the 1929.39 
seasons caused additional difficulties to the trading com. 
munity and in particular to the peasants, who could not 
dispose of their products at remunerative prices. 

At present, *writes the Director of Customs, Excise and 
Trade, Haifa, capital is still short and it is difficult to 
obtain credits. A number of firms have failed, in some 
cases for considerable amounts. Progress, however, is 
being made in certain respects. The country’s exports are 
slowly increasing; an indication of the development in 
agriculture and industry. The orange season of 1930-3] 
was satisfactory as to quantities shipped and prices realised 
abroad. The construction of a harbour at Haifa, the 
survey of the Haifa-Bagdad Railway, and the schemes for 
the extraction of mineral salts from the Dead Sea, are all 
progressing rapidly. 


Import TRADE 


The total value of imports of merchandise for home 
consumption in 1930 amounted to £P.6,985,258, as com- 
pared with £P.7,166,593 in 1929. The decrease of 
£P.181,335 was due to the prevailing trade depression, 
which forced local merchants to reduce their orders on 
account of the lowered purchasing power of the population, 
and to a general fall in prices of all commodities. A 
number of articles, however, showed slight increases in the 
quantities imported, 

The principal decreases were in foodstuffs; the value 
of imports amounting to £P.518,149 less than in 1929 
(£P.1,911,158). Imports of wheat, wheat flour, sesame 
seed, rice and sugar declined appreciably. 

There was also a decrease of £P.122,980 to £P.597,574 
in the imports of raw materials, chiefly in respect of un- 
refined olive oil for the manufacture of soap. 

Owing to the plentiful crops in Palestine of cereals and 
olive oil, the Government restricted the importation of 
wheat and flour and prohibited the importation of unrefined 
olive oil, as from August 1, 1930, which explains the con- 
siderable decrease in the imports of these commodities. 

There was an increase in the imports of certain manu- 
factured and unelassified goods of £P.459,794 to 
£P.4,067,135, chiefly in respect of cotton piece-goods, 
woollen and silk fabrics, kerosene and benzine. Imports of 
kerosene and benzine increased on account of the growing 
use of these fuels in motor transport, agriculture for irriga~ 
tion plants and in industry. 

The countries which shared in the decrease in the value 
of imports during 1930 were, in order of importance, 
Egypt, France, United States, Italy, Syria and Russia.

Unitep KinGpom’s SHARE oF Import TRADE 


The United Kingdom ranks first as regards direct imports 
of textile goods, but very severe competition is now ex- 
perienced from Continental cotton prints and Japanese 
drills which are entirely eliminating from the market 
similar goods from other countries, The price of Con- 
tnental cotton prints is usually cheaper than the English 
articles, and it is difficult, if not impossible, to compete 
with the price and quality of Japanese drills and greys. 
British cotton piece-goods, bleached, still maintain ‘their 
position, but Japan and Italy are introducing their makes 
in the local market. 

‘Silk goods are chiefly imported from Syria and France; 
Cechoslovakia is the principal competitor in artificial silk 
goods, 

Until 1929 Germany held the premier position among 
countries exporting machinery to Palestine, but, with the 
establishment of industries in which British capital is 
invested, the imports of machinery from the United King- 
dom have increased, and in 1930, at £P.131,492, exceeded 
the total imports from all other countries. Internal-com- 
bustion engines and electrical machinery formed the bulk 
% the imports from the United Kingdom. Imports of 
‘oncrete mixers and agricultural machinery are also 
creasing’, 

Some 80,000 tons of coal are imported annually, of which 
about 30,000 tons are for the Palestine railways and the 
rest for a cement factory and the trade in general. All 
imports come from the United Kingdom, with the exception 
f about one thousand tons only from Germany and 
Belgium. : 

Cinematograph films shown are usually of American 
‘gin, but with the recent introduction of the ‘ talking ”’ 
ims Austrian and German films are also being shown. 
‘ty few British films are exhibited, and no British film 
‘Mpanies are represented locally. Considerable sums of 


mohey are paid for the rent of cinema films.

The principal articles imported from the United King- 
dom in 1930 were cotton piece-goods, bleached, £P.48,502, 
and dyed, £P.36,418; woollen fabrics, £P.38,200; silk 
fabrics, £P.7,070; boots and shoes, £P.5,611; stockings, 
£P.5,580; outer garments, £P.10,601; knitted apparel, 
£P.6,262; undergarments, £P.4,281; coal, other than for 
use by Government railways, £P.45,578; galvanised iron 
sheets, £P.13,902; machinery, £P.131,492; chemical fer- 
tilisers, £P.19,041; electrical goods, £P.48,064; Government 
stores, £P.329,872; and military stores, £P.20,187. 

These goods were consigned direct from British ports to 
Palestine, but, in addition, a portion of the imports from 
Egypt and Syria is of British origin bought by local mer- 
chants in those countries. 

As it is, the United Kingdom ranks second to Egypt in 
the list of countries supplying goods to Palestine, and its 
share in the total imports is gradually increasing. 

The total imports from other parts of the British Empire 
amounted in 1930 to £P.119,462, a decrease as compared 
with 1929 of £P.2,914, caused by smaller imports of wheat 
flour. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

The uncertainty and difficulties in connection with the 
exchange position continue seriously to restrict the activities 
of commerce and the financial position is causing anxiety. 
The Government’s ten per cent. export subsidy is proving 
difficult to distribute and produce shipments are still 
materially below normal. Good rains have fallen through- 
out the greater part of the country and farming conditions 
are favourable from the point of view of production. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Conitinued 


The Transvaal gold output for October (27 working days) 
was 945,113 fine ozs., valued at £4,014,585, compared with 
926,561 ozs., valued at £3,935,781, for October, 1930 (also 
27 working days). This output establishes a fresh record 
as it is the first time that the value has exceeded £4 million 
in any one month. The native labour figures declined 
slightly. 


Railway earnings from October 11 to November 7 were 
£1,656,361, or £235,639 below the estimate. Total earnings 
from April 1 to November 7 were £13,668,817, or £1,264,467 
below the estimate, compared with £15,059,886 for the 
corresponding period last year. 


The local maize market is firmer, although demand is 
small. Export business has practically stopped. 


Wool sales have taken place regularly at the ports and 
a fair amount of business has been done at slightly firmer 
rates. In spite of the Government’s 10 per cent. subsidy, 
prices are unremunerative to the grower and some owners 
are not prepared to sell at current rates. There is good 
demand for average combings, shorts and out sorts, but 
competition is not keen for superior and long wools. Brad- 
ford is the principal buyer, but there is increasing com- 
petition from France. Japanese buyers find prices too high 
compared with those in Australia. The mohair market is 
quieter and the outlook unsatisfactory. 


The position on the hide and skin market has been practi- 
cally unchanged since the middle of October, with business 
extremely difficult owing to the high exchange rate and the 
uncertainty of the economic position. Woolled skins have 
advanced. Hides are firm with more oversea enquiry. 


Ostrich feathers remain dull, transactions being of a 
retail character. Sellers are declining to offer at present 
prices. The wattle bark market is firmer owing to the 
scarcity of supplies and the improved oversea demand. 
Local prices have improved. The price of extract is un- 
changed. The final estimate of the sugar output is 
expected to be about 328,000 short tons, with an export 
quota of 164,000 tons. Shipments to date amount to 136,000 
tons. 


Exports of citrus fruits in October totalled 211,836 boxes, 
making 1,778,026 boxes for the season, compared with 
2,004,347 boxes in the same period last year. Exports of 
dried fruits in October amounted to only 85,225 lbs., com- 
pared with 699,092 Ibs. in October, 1930. 


The manufacturing industries are generally slacker, 
especially the Port Elizabeth boot and shoe industry, which 
is very depressed with an unpromising outlook. The build- 
ing trade is active at Johannesburg and slightly better at 
Cape Town. Wholesale soft goods merchants report un- 
satisfactory Christmas trade. A slight seasonal improve- 
ment is reported by retailers.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


Business activity showed some recovery during October, 
but the improvement has been limited to ordinary seasonal 
increases, including a more rapid crop movement and the 
gains in mercantile lines usually associated with the fall, 
states the National City Bank of New York. 


The chief handicap to speedier recovery has been the 
acute stage in banking difficulties reached early in October. 
In some communities, suddenly deprived of most of their 
banking facilities, all but necessitous trade has been tem- 
porarily paralysed, with effects felt over a much broader 
area. Financing of all kinds have been difficult, and 
business men able to overcome this handicap have seen little 
incentive to undertake expansion or construction projects, 
or replacement of equipment. 


Hence the heavy industries, whose markets depend so 
largely upon the carrying out of such projects, have con- 
tinued quiet. Some of the industries making articles of 
everyday use, including shoes, woollens, rayon and tyres, 
also have slowed down somewhat, but in their case the 
decline is largely seasonal. These industries, together with 
the other household goods and wearing apparel groups, con- 
tinue to be the backbone of business, and in most cases 
are more active than a year ago. 


In the general atmosphere of fear the measures taken to 
release ‘‘ frozen ’’ credit and stimulate its flow to business 
have been introduced with reassuring effect, and clearly 
have strengthened the business morale of the country. 
Beyond doubt solution of the difficulties of the past few 
weeks has required, more than anything else, a building up 
of that morale. Whatever the maladjustments underlying 
these troubles, they would never have reached an acute 
stage had not a breakdown of confidence complicated 
them. In restoring that confidence the demonstration of 
banking solidarity is a soundly devised and effective step, 
and its helpful accomplishments are already evident. 


Retail trade has been irregular and the weather in early 
October was too warm for its good, the public now being 
concerned with winter merchandise. In all lines any upturn 
in retail activity is followed at once by increased wholesale 
buying. Marking down of retail prices continues evident. 
Sharp reductions in the prices of men’s clothing have been 
made by nearly all manufacturers, and have been applied 
to fall re-orders as well as spring lines, thus reaching the 
consumer promptly. In many well-known branded lines of 
wearing apparel and household goods, including hats, shoes, 
sheets, towels, and carpets and rugs, reductions recently 
made are supplying shoppers with bargains of which they 
are seemingly ready to take advantage, and these re-adjust- 
ments constitute one of the most important steps toward 
business recovery.

UNITED KINGDOM—CHILE 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


Notices appeared in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 22 (pages 
526 and 6528) regarding the United Kingdom-Chile 
Exchange of Notes of October 15 last. The text of the 
Note addressed to the Chilean Government by H.M. 
Ambassador at Santiago has now been received and is re- 
produced below.

Santiago. 
October 15, 1931. 

Excellency, 

I have the honour, under instructions from His Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to confirm 
as follows the understanding reached as the result of our 
recent conversations on the provisional commercial agree- 
ment which His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland have been 
glad to conclude with the Government of Chile pending the 
negotiation of a definite commercial treaty :— 

1. His Majesty’s Government will extend to the com- 
merce of Chile with the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland the same advantages which they 
accord to any other foreign State both with respect to 
Customs duties and other fiscal taxes and with respect to 
import licences and measures of Customs restrictions: | 

2. The Republic of Chile will concede to the commerce 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern | 
Ireland the treatment which it applies to the most favoured 
nation and will accord to them, as from May 22 last, the | 
reduced Customs duties which are applied to merchandise | 
produced in France by virtue of the modus vivendi signed | 
on that date: 

3. This provisional arrangement will last as long as the | 
above-mentioned modus vivendi remains in force, without | 
prejudice to the right of either party to terminate it by 
expressing their desire to do so with fifteen days’ notice.

UNITED KINGDOM 


ABNORMAL IMPORTATIONS (CUSTOMS 
DUTIES) ACT, 1931 
The text of this Act, which received the Royal Assent on 
Friday, November 20, 1931, is as follows :— 





Power To Boarp OF TRADE TO APPLY ACT | 
1.—(1) If the Board of Trade are satisfied that articles of 
any class or description comprised in Class III. of the Import | 
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and Export List issued under the authority of the Treasury 
and the Commissioners of Customs and Excise for the year 
nineteen hundred and thirty-one* are being imported into 
the United -Kingdom in abnormal quantities, it shall be 
lawful for the Board, with the concurrence of the Treasury, 
by Order to apply this Act to articles of that class or 
description. 

(2) An Order made under this section shall be laid before 
the Commons House of Parliament so soon as may be after 
it is made, and shall cease to have effect on the expiration of 
a period of twenty-eight days from the date upon which it 
was made unless at some time before the expiration of that 
period it has been approved by a resolution passed by that 
House : 

Provided that in reckoning any such period of twenty- 
eight days as aforesaid no account shall be taken of any time 
during which Parliament is dissolved or prorogued or during 
which the Commons House is adjourned for more than four 
days. 

(3) An Order so made may be varied or revoked by a sub- 
sequent Order made in the like manner and subject to the 
like provisions. 


CHARGE OF CustoMs DUTIES ON ARTICLES TO WHICH THIS 
Act APPLIES 


2.—(1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, there shall, 
on the importation into the United Kingdom of articles of 
any class or description to which, by virtue of an order 
made under the last preceding section, this Act for the time 
being applies, be charged thereon such duties of Customis as 
may be specified in the Order not exceeding one hundred per 
cent, of the value of the articles. 

(2) No articles which are Empire products within the 
meaning of that expression as used in subsection (1) of see- 
tion eight of the Finance Act, 1919, shall be chargeable 
with duty under this Act. 

(3) Any duty chargeable under this Act on any article 
shall be charged in addition to any other duties of Customs 
chargeable on that article. 


VALUE OF ARTICLES FOR PURPOSE OF ACT 


3.—(1) The value of any imported articles for the purposes 
of this Act shall be taken to be the price which an importer 
would give for the articles if the articles were delivered to 
him, freight and insurance paid, in bond at the port of 
importation, and duty shall be paid on that value as fixed 
by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise. 

(2) The Commissioners of Customs and Excise may make 
regulations for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions 
of this section and in particular for requiring any person 
concerned with the importation of articles into the United 
Kingdom to furnish to the Commissioners in such form as 
they may require such information as is in their opinion 
necessary for a proper valuation of the articles, and to pro- 
duce any books of account or other documents of whatever 
nature relating to the purchase, importation or re-sale of the 
articles by that person. 

(3) If any person contravenes or fails to comply with any 
regulations made under this section he shall in respect of 
each offence be liable to a customs penalty of fifty pounds. 


DETERMINATION OF DISPUTES 
4. If— 

(a) any dispute arises whether any articles imported 
into the United Kingdom are articles specified 
an Order made under this Act; or 

(b) in ascertaining the proper rate of duty chargeable 
on any articles under this Act, any dispute arises 
as to the value of the articles ; 


the question shall be referred to the arbitration of a referee 
appointed by the Lord Chancellor, who shall not be an official 
of any Government department, and the decision ol the 
referee with respect to the matter in dispute shall be final 
and conclusive, and sections thirty and thirty-one of the 
Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, shall apply as if the dis 
pute were such a dispute as is referred to in the said section 
thirty, with the substitution of the application for a reter 
ence to a referee under this section for the action or sult 
mentioned in those sections. 


Exception FOR TRANSIT ARTICLES

ABNORMAL IMPORTATIONS (CUSTOMS 
DUTIES) No. 1 ORDER, 1931 


The following is the text of an Order which has been 
made by the President of the Board of Trade with the con- 
currence of the Treasury under Section 1 of the Abnormal 
Importations (Customs Duties) Act, 1931. The Order came 
into force yesterday (November 25). It has been printed as 
Statutory Rules and Orders, 1931, No. 978, and may be 
obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, price 1d. net :—- 

Whereas by Sub-section (1) of Section 1 of the Abnormal 
Importations (Customs Duties) Act, 1931, it is provided 
that if the Board of Trade are satisfied that articles of any 
class or description comprised in Class III of the Import 
and Export List issued under the authority of the Treasury 
and the Commissioners of Customs and Excise for the year 
1931 are being imported into the United Kingdom in 
abnormal quantities it shall be lawful for the Board, with 
the concurrence of the Treasury, by Order to apply that 
Act to articles of that class or description. 

And whereas by Section 2 Sub-section (1) of the said Act 
it is provided that, subject to the provisions thereof, there 
shall, on the importation into the United Kingdom of 
articles of any class or description to which, by virtue of an 
Order made under the last recited Section the said Act for 
the time being applies, be charged thereon such duties of 
Customs as may be specified in the Order not exceeding 
100 per cent. of the value of the articles. 

And whereas the Board of Trade are satisfied that articles 
of the classes and descriptions set out in the Schedule hereto 
(being articles of a class or description comprised in 
Class III of the said Import and Export List) are being 
imported into the United Kingdom in abnormal quantities. 

Now therefore the Board of Trade, in pursuance of the 
powers conferred upon them by the said Act and of all 
other powers enabling them in that behalf, hereby order as 
follows : — 

(1) The Abnormal Importations (Customs Duties) Act, 
1931, shall apply to all articles of the classes and descrip- 
tions set out in the Schedule hereto. 

(2) The duties of Customs to be charged on articles of 
the classes and descriptions set out in the said Schedule 
shall be 50 per cent. of the value of such articles. 

(3) This Order may be cited as the Abnormal Importa- 
tions (Customs Duties) No. 1 Order, 1931, and shall come 


into force on the 25th day of November, 1931. 


THE SCHEDULE 


(a) Pottery for domestic use (other than translucent or vitrified 
pottery, which is either an article of a description commonly 
used in connection with the serving of food or drink or a com- 
ponent part of such an article). 

(b) Sanitary ware, of earthenware, stoneware or fireclay. 

ic) Glazed wall and hearth tiles. 

(d) Domestic glassware, including cooking utensils, table glass- 
ware, toilet glassware and ornamental glassware, but not includ- 
ing illuminating glassware. 

(e) Furniture made wholly or mainly of meta] (other than bed- 
steads, fire-irons, fenders and aseptic hospital furniture). 

(t) Cutlery :-— 

Knives with one or more blades made wholly or partly 
of steel or iron, other than surgical knives or knives for 
use in machines, 

Scissors, including tailors’ shears and secateurs, made 
wholly or partly of steel or iron. 

Razors, including safety razors. 
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Carving forks. 

Knife sharpeners, wholly or partly of steel. 

Component parts of or blanks for any of the above- 
mentioned articles. 

(g) Tools :— 

Hand tools for carpenters, engineers, joiners and 
mechanics (other than forks, shovels, spades, scythes, 
sickles and agricultural implements). 

Saws, twist drills and bits for fitting into machines. 

Metal vices and cramps. 

(h) Electrical vacuum cleaners, and parts thereof. 

(1) Wireless sets and component parts thereof, including loud 
speakers and telephone receivers and parts thereof, but not in- 
cluding valves, permanent magnets or batteries. 

(7) Typewriters and parts thereof. 

(4) Manufactures wholly or partly of wool (including mohair,

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AUSTRALIA 


DECLARATION OF CURRENT DOMESTIC 
VALUE ON INVOICES 

The High Commissioner for Australia has been requested 
by the Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, to 
draw the attention of exporters in this country to the provi- 
sions of the Australian Customs Act in relation to the 
declaration of current domestic values on invoices. 

The term ‘‘ Current Domestic Value’’ is defined in the 
Customs Act as 

‘‘ the amount for which the seller of the goods to the pur- 
chaser in Australia is selling or would be prepared to sell for 
cash, at the date of exportation of those goods, the same 
quantity of identically similar goods to any and every pur- 
chaser in the country of export for consumption in that 
country.”’ 

In the case of goods exported in bond or subject to draw- 
back, the value to be stated in the column of the invoice 
headed ‘‘ current domestic value ” is the duty-paid domestic 
selling value in the country of exportation and not the in- 
bond value or the domestic value less drawback. The amount 
of the duty or drawback involved should be specified in 
Clause 4 of the declaration on the back of the invoice and 
only the actual amount of import or excise duty as so de- 
clared can be allowed as a deduction from the domestic value 
for duty purposes on entry into Australia. If, however, the 
actual money price paid for the goods by the Australian 
importer is higher than the current domestic value less draw- 
back, duty will be payable, in accordance with the Customs 
Act, on the basis of the actual money price paid by the 
importer in Australia. 

The High Commissioner points out that the prices shown 
in the column of the invoice headed ‘‘ current domestic 
value ’’ must be those which are being quoted in the open 
market, at the date of exportation, for delivery for home 
consumption and not necessarily those at which the order for 
the goods was accepted. It frequently happens that fluctua- 
tions of prices occur in the home market between the date of 
order and the date of exportation. 

[t has been considered desirable at the present juncture to 
remind exporters of these points, as the depreciation of 
sterling and other causes have resulted in increased domestic 
values of certain commodities in the United Kingdom, and 
there are doubtless cases where, after the increase in domes- 
tic value, goods have been supplied to Australia on old con- 
tracts at the prices ruling before the increase. 

In such cases, care should be taken that the domestic value 
ruling at the date of exportation of the goods is shown on the 
invoice, notwithstanding that this is higher than the con- 
tract price at which the goods were sold to the Australian 
importer. 

There is reason to believe that goods from certain coun- 
tries, the currencies of which have appreciated in relation to 
sterling, are being sold for exportation to Australia at prices 
which are lower than the sterling equivalent of the current 
domestic value either by reason of the goods being delivered 
on old contracts or of special reductions in price made in 
consideration of the lower purchasing power of sterling in 
external markets. It is, therefore, important that mer- 
chants invoicing goods shipped direct from foreign countries 
to Australia should take care to ascertain and correctly de- 
clare the domestic value ruling in the country of exportation 
at the date of exportation. This value must be shown in 
the currency of the country of exportation. 

[t must be distinctly understood that the amount to be 
shown in the ‘‘ current domestic value ’’ column of the in- 
voice should not be arrived at by merely converting the 
selling price into the foreign currency at the current rate of 
exchange, but on the basis of actual sales of identically 
similar goods to purchasers for home consumption in the 
country of exportation. 

- * * * * * 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney reports, by tele- 
graph, that a Customs Order has been issued loading by 
10 per cent. the home consumption value of goods shipped to 
Australia in pursuance of orders placed prior to Septem- 
ber 21, where it is suspected that the home consumption 
value at the time of shipment was higher than such value 
entered on the invoice. H.M. Trade Commissioner sug- 
gests that shippers of such goods, especially piece-gocds, 
should advise their agents that the home consumption value 
is correctly stated on the invoice, if this is in fact the case. 


CASH DISCOUNTS AS DEDUCTION FROM 
DUTIABLE VALUE 
In assessing the dutiable value of goods imported into 
Australia, it has hitherto been the practice of the Com- 
monwealth Customs authorities to permit the cash discount 
to be deducted from the actual money price paid by the 
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importer, irrespective of whether the latter pays cash for 
the goods or not. The High Commissioner for Australia 
has now been advised by the Department of Trade and 
Customs, Canberra, that in future no deduction from the 
selling price for cash discount will be allowed for dut 
purposes unless the importer actually pays cash and thereby 
becomes entitled to such discount. 


TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney has furnished a sum. 
mary of the alterations of Australian Customs duties which 
have been made in the course of the debate on the Tariff 
Resolutions in the Commonwealth House of Representatives,

ESTONIA 
IMPORT MONOPOLY FOR CERTAIN GOODS 


H.M. Representative at Tallinn has forwarded translation 
of a Law, passed by the State Assembly on November 6, 
which confers upon the Estonian Government the right to 
establish a monopoly of the importation of goods into 
Estonia. 

By regulations issued under the Law the monopoly has 
been applied as from midnight on November 11 to the 
classes of goods shown in the subjoined list.  Intend- 
ing importers of such goods must obtain import licences 
from the Trade and Industry Department of the Ministry 
of Economie Affairs. Applications for licences should state 
the denomination, amount, origin, country of purchase and 
terms of import of the goods. Licences will be required 
for goods which were bought before the enforcement of the 
regulations but which had not been examined by the 
Customs authorities. 

The import of goods subjected to the monopoly will be 
allowed by the Customs authorities only upon presentation 
of the import licence and of certificates of origin or proofs 
showing the country of purchase.

(non-French) countries. The former scale of specific duties 
will accordingly be replaced by the following rates :-- 
Rice in the straw, paddy and cargo rice containing 
more than 33 per cent, of paddy—1l0 per cent. ad 
valorem.

FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: 
LICENCES REQUIRED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of November 20 contains 
a series of Decrees and Orders imposing further restric- 
tions on the import of goods into France. 


Cut Flowers.—A Decree and Order of November 18 pro- 
vide that natural cut flowers of any kind, forced or not, 
however packed, in bouquets or otherwise (Tariff No. 170 D) 
may only be imported into France until December 31 up 
to a quota of 800 quintals.

GERMANY 
‘““IMPORT BOND” SYSTEM 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ of November 19 con- 
tains a Ministerial Order, dated November 17 and effective 
as from November 25, providing for the re-introduction of 
the practice (in suspense since November 5, 1930) of issuing 
to exporters of the undermentioned goods import bonds 
(Einfuhrscheine) entitling them to import a quantity of 
one of the products in question to a value corresponding to 
the Customs duty value of the import certificate, without 
payment of Customs duty. The values of the import bonds 
issued in respect of the export of the following goods has 
been fixed as follows, viz. :— 

For barley malt—10 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

For pearled grain, grits, groats, flakes and flour of 
barley—8 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

Milling products of oats, except oats merely crushed 
or rolled—8 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 


ITALY 
SURTAX ON IMPORTED GOODS 


The following is a translation of a Royal Decree-Law dated 
November 11, 1931, and published in the ‘“‘ Gazzetta 
Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of November 18, 1931, regarding the 
surtax of 15 per cent. ad valorem imposed by Royal Decree- 
Law of September 24, 1931, on many classes of goods im- 
ported into Italy (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of October 1, 1931, 
page 422). 

Art. 1.—The following are exempted from the surtax ot 
15 per cent. ad valorem imposed under Art. 1 of the Royal 
Decree-Law of September 24, 1931 :— 

(1) Goods exempted from import duty in virtue of special 

legislation ; 

(b) Salt and tobacco imported by the Administration of 
the State Monopolies ; 

(c) Goods originating in and coming from the Italian 
Colonies and from the Italian Isles in the Aigean, 
also goods originating or produced in the province 
of Zara, which in accordance with existing legisla- 
tion, receive favourable treatment on import into 
the Customs territory of Italy. 

Art. 2.—The following goods (in addition to those 
specified in Art. 3 of the Royal Decree-Law of Septem- 
ber 24) are exempt from the surtax of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, Viz. :—

In addition, the surtax of 15 per cent. ad valorem is not 
to apply to the following articles, if destined for the uses 
indicated, viz. :— 

(2) Raw hair, for the manufacture of felts for hats; 

(b) Half rice and broken rice, for the manufacture of 

starch ; 

(c) Cotton, in flocks or in the mass, raw, for the manufac- 

ture of nitrocellulose ; 

(d) Lubricating mineral oils, for the manufacture of 

white oils; 

(¢) Benzol, toluol and xylol, destined as raw material 

for the manufacture of artificial organic dyes or 
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synthetic medicinal products, or varnishes, lacquers 
or similar products ; 

(f) Magnesia, calcined or caustic, impure, for metal- 
lurgical purposes ; 

(g) Rubbered tissues in the piece, for the manufacture of 
fittings for carding combs. 


Art. 3.—Maize, other than white, not fit for human con- 
sumption, destined for industrial purposes, is admitted at 
the reduced duty of 5 lire (paper) for 100 kilogs., under 
conditions to be laid down by the Minister of Finance. 


Art. 4.—The mixture of residues from the distillation of 
mineral oils of various densities for use as fuel may be 
made under Customs control with a view to the levy of the 
sales tax (tassa di vendita) as imposed by Art. 4 of the 
Royal Decree-Law of September 24, 1931, on the basis of 
the characteristics of the resultant product. 


“ TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ’’ FACILITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) of October 29 
contains a Royal Decree-Law, dated September 24, pro- 
viding for further ‘‘ temporary duty-free importation ”’ 
facilities, as indicated below :— 

(1) “Temporary importation’’ facilities are to be 
extended to:—Steel, common in bars—for the manufacture 
of unwelded tubes or pipes; steel, common, in sheets of the 
following dimensions, viz.:—6 m. or more long, from 800 
to 1,600 mm, wide and from 1-5 to 3 mm. thick—for the 
manutacture of welded tubes or pipes of a diameter from 
70 mm. to 200 mm. (provisional concession to be valid 
until September 30, 1932); celluloid waste—for the manu- 
facture of partly-worked goods (sheets, tubes, slabs, rods) 
and of various manufactures of celluloid (provisional con- 
cession to be valid until September 30, 1933); ferro-tung- 
sten, ferro-molybdenum, and ferro-vanadium alloys—for 
the manufacture of special steels in sheets and sections; 
petroleum—for the manufacture of liquid insecticides (pro- 
visional concession to be valid until September 30, 1933).

(2) The ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ concession granted to 
alizarin in paste at 40 per cent. dry alizarin for dyeing 
cotton yarns and tissues Turkey red has been prolonged to 
September 30, 1933; and that granted to celluloid in plates 
and sheets for motor car fittings has been prolonged to 
September 30, 1934. 

(3) The ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ facilities granted to 
metallic materials for other manufactures are extended to 
such materials for the manufacture of bicycle bells. 


‘TEMPORARY EXPORTATIONS ” 
The ‘‘ temporary exportation ’’ concession granted to 
crude oil of ichthyol for the manufacture of ichthyolate of 
ammonia (saurolo) is prolonged to September 30, 1934. 


MEXICO 
NEW DUTIES ON MOTOR CARS 


The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of Octeber 22 contains a 
Decree, dated October 10, which recasts the scale of 
Mexican Customs duties on motor cars. Formerly these 
duties varied according to price and weight, but they are 
now fixed as shown below. The new rates came into force 
on October 25, except for goods carried in vessels cleared 
from the port of loading before October 22, which will pay 
the old duties.

H.M. Consul-General at Tangier has forwarded particu- 
lars of a Law, dated September 7, which provides for the 
admission into the Tangier Zone of Morocco, free of 
Customs duty and of the ‘‘ special tax ’’ of 24 per cent. 
ad valorem, of cod roe and baits for fishing and of nets 
and fishing apparatus intended for fishing vessels. 


POLAND 
IMPORT OF CERTAIN CHEMICAL PRODUCTS 
PROHIBITED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded copy of a Ministerial Order, dated Novem- 
ber 3, which prohibits, as from November 11, the importa- 
tion of the undermentioned chemical products into Poland. 

The Order provides that the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce may, in special circumstances and as an excep- 
tional measure, issue permits for the importation of such 
products.

SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period November 20-30 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 123-26 per 
cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks 
or foreign banks established in Spain. For certain classes 
of goods, however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin 
or in gold currency cheques.) 


DUTY ON MAIZE REDUCED 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid’’ for November 7 contains a 
Decree, dated November 6, which reduces the Customs duty 
on maize imported into Spain from 10 to 7 gold pesetas 
per 100 kilogs. 

The Minister of National Economy is authorised to 
modify this duty in accordance with the state of the 
market. In the event of the modification being in an 
upward direction, the new duty will be applicable on the 
day following the publication of the relevant Order in the 
‘‘Gaceta,’’ and consignments en route at that time may 
not be exempted. 


ST. PIERRE AND MIQUELON (FRENCH) 
DUTY MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of November 7 announces 
that the duties on a number of foreign (non-French) goods 
on importation into St. Pierre and Miquelon were modified 
on October 27. Among the goods affected are various 
meats, flour and meal, some timber, bar, sheet, etc., iron 
and steel, photographic paper, leather gloves, jewellery, 
machinery and machine tools, cycles, motor cycles, hats, 
photographic apparatus, etc. Particulars of the new duties 
may be obtained, on application, from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

The ‘*‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ of October 29 announces 
that the Government of India have received representations 
from certain glass manufacturers requesting that protection 
may be extended to the glass industry in India and that 
these representations have been referred to the Tariff Board 
for enquiry. 


FRANCE 
BUDGET PROPOSALS: IMPORT TAX 

H.M. Ambassador at Paris reports that, according to the 
French Press, the French Budget Bill for 1932 proposes to 
modify the rates of the import (turnover) tax. It is 
intended to retain the existing rate of 2 per cent, for raw 
materials, but to increase this to 4 per cent. for semi- 
manufactured products and to 6 per cent. for finished 
articles. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 

PROPOSED INCREASE OF CUSTOMS SURTAX 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 3 (page 307), the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague reports that a 
Bill has been brought before the States-General providing 
that the present surtax of 10 per cent. of the Customs 
duties payable on goods imported into the Netherland Fast 
Indies shall be increased to one of 20 per cent. during the 
year commencing January 1, 1932. It is proposed that, 
as at present, the following goods shall remain exempt 
from the operation of the surtax, viz.:—Gambier (Tariff 
Nos. 22-3); spirits, including liqueurs, bitters and other 
distilled beverages fit for immediate consumption, hair- 
wash, mouth-wash, scented toilet and similar waters, 
essences, extracts, tinctures, varnishes and all other non- 
potable liquids prepared with alcohol, having a _ higher 
strength than 5 litres of alcohol per hectolitre at 15° C. 
(Tariff No. 26); wood spirit (Tariff No. 34); wine in casks 
and bottles (Tariff Nos. 102 and 103); and sparkling wine 
(Tariff No. 104). 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
“ EXCHANGE ”’ DUMPING DUTY 

The High Commissioner in the Union of South Africa for 
H.M. Government in the United Kingdom reports, by tele- 
graph, that the Union Minister of Finance gave notice in 
the House of Assembly, on November 18, of a Motion to 
the effect that, subject to the provisions of an Act to be 
introduced into the Legislature during the present Session, 
Section 15 of the Customs Tariff and Excise Duties Act 
(No. 36) of 1925 be amended by the deletion of paragraph 
(b) of sub-sections 1 and 2; and that where the exchange 
value of the currency of the country of origin or export 
of goods imported into the Union is depreciated in relation 
to Union currency and by reason of such depreciation goods 
of a class or kind produced in the Union are being exported 
to the Union at prices which are detrimental to an 
industry in the Union, and it would be in the public interest 
to impose in respect of such goods a dumping duty, the 
Minister shall from time to time determine the rate at 
which the currency of such countries shall be computed in 
terms of the Union currency for the purpose of assessing 
dumping duty; and that there shall be charged, levied, 
collected and paid on such goods on their importation into 
the Union, in addition to duties otherwise prescribed, an 
exchange dumping duty equal to the difference between the 
f.o.b. cost at the port of shipment of such goods to the 
importer in the Union currency on the one hand, and such 
cost expressed in the currency of the country of origin oF 
export of such goods computed in terms of Union currency 
at the rate determined by the Minister on the other hand: 
provided that the dumping duty or duties levied on any 
goods shall collectively not exceed one half of the value of 
such goods for the purpose of duty as determined under 
Section 14 of the Customs Tariff and Excise Duties Act 
(No. 36) of 1925. 

The Minister of Finance has explained that the rate of 
assessment to exchange dumping duty would be determined 
by the rate of fall in exchange after making full allow- 
ance for increase of the costs of production in the countrv 
of origin consequent on any rise in the price of materials

and other factors arising from departure from the gold 
standard. 

(Note.—The texts of paragraph (b) of sub-sections 1 and 
9 of Section 15 of the Act of 1925, which it is proposed t9

General may by proclamation in the ‘‘ Gazette ’’ notify the 
class of goods and’ declare that one or more of the dumping 
duties enumerated in sub-section (2), and set forth in such 
proclamation, shall be levied upon goods of such class on 
importation into the Union from a country or countries 
named in the proclamation; and from and after the date 
of publication of such proclamation in the ‘‘ Gazette ” such 
dumping duty or duties shall, in addition to any other 
duties payable thereon, be charged, levied, collected and 
paid on goods so notified on importation into the Union from 
the countries named : provided that— 

(i) no dumping duty or duties shall be imposed in 
respect of goods shipped to the Union from the country 
named ‘in the proclamation prior to the date of publica- 
tion thereof in the ‘‘ Gazette’’; and 

(ii) such duty, or where there is more than one form 
of dumping, the total value of such duties, shall 
not exceed one-half of the value of the goods for duty 
purposes, as defined in Section 14 of this Act.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE CONTROL IN 
YUGOSLAVIA 


Following is a translation, received from H.M. 
Representative at Belgrade, of an Order concerning 
transactions in foreign exchange which was published 
in the ‘* Official Gazette ’’ of November 4, 19381. 


ORDER CONCERNING THE SALE OF FOREIGN Money INSTRU- 


MENTS AND CURRENCY AND CONCERNING THE MINIMUM 
VALUE OF GOODS EXEMPT FROM ‘‘ INSURANCE’’ OF 
CURRENCY 


The Minister of Finance has decided under No. 
II.-120360 of October 29, 1931 :— 


(1) that authorised banks and authorised money 
changers may sell to Yugoslav citizens and to foreign 
subjects permanently resident in Yugoslavia foreign 
money instruments and currency for their personal 
requirements up to a maximum of 500 (five hundred) 
dinars once monthly without a special permit from 
the Ministry of Finance, entering the sale in the 
identity papers of the purchaser; and 

(2) that the minimum value of goods which is laid 
down in Article 6 of the code of regulations govern- 
ing traffic in money instruments and currency of Octo- 
ber 7, 1931, as exempt from currency ‘* insurance ”’ 
be reduced from 5,000 dinars to 1,000 dinars, on con- 
dition that on exportation of the goods from the 
country “‘ insurance ”’ of currency shall be carried 
out in respect of each value of goods indicated in the 
official price list, and that only casual consignments 
of goods to abroad up to a value of 1,000 dinars shall 
be exempt from ‘‘ insurance ”’ of currency.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for British trade abroad; general conditions pre- 
vailing in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles

abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of busj- 
ness; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods;
